“All I want Is what President Roosevelt 
save every man i* entitled to-—a square 
Geai,” said Bill Rudolph, under sentence of 
execution April 16 for kilitng Pinker- 
ton Detective Schumacher. He was in his 
call in the second tier on the west side of 
the Four Courts jail, where he was enter- 
taining his lawyer, James A. Finch and 
J. R. Garstang and myself. 

He had just been told that the Missuuri 
Supreme court had refused to gramt a re- 
hearing of his case. Not a feature gave 
evidence of what was passing through his 
mind. 

At last he looked up and said: “I am sur- 
prised. T had hoped that the Supreme court 
would be convinced of the justice of my 
plea.’ 

“You have not lost hope?" said one of us. 

“Lost hope! Not I. What good would it 
do to lose hope?’ ho replied. 

After a moment's reflection he continued: 
“T have four weeks ahead of me yet. One 
Can do a good deal of fighting in four 
weeks. T am not hanged until I am hanged. 
T shall continue, through my lawyers, to try 
to get a square deal In the courts up to the 
jast moment. There is nothing to do, or 

to want to do, except to hope for success.”

What Rudolph Looks Like. 


As he advanced toward the camera ls 
walked freely and gracefully. His superb 
physical make-up showed no abnormaili- 
ties, so that he did not look more than his 
height or weight or size in any portion 
of his body. He is almost perfectly propor- 
tioned 


In spite of hie confinement of more than 
a year at the Four Courts, there is nothing 
of prison pallor in his face. His skin ts 
as fresh and pink as if he had been un- 
dergoing a conditioning campaign for an 
athletic feat. 

When he first entered the Four Courts 
prison the food disagreed with him to the 
\detriment of the appearance of his skin, 
and he voluntarily underwent a _ severe 
dieting until he regained his health. 

Rudolph was dressed in a well-made suit 
of black clothes, with a double-breasted 
eoat and a dlack four-in-hand tie, which 
became him excellently. 

ne the taking of five negatives he 
exceedingiy patient and courteous, and 
subjected himecif to the poses he was asked 
te make with quick intelligence. Owing to 
the} waning evoning light it was necessary 
te make long exposures. He held the poses 
unfiinchingly, and his eyes were so steady 
that they took with all the <harpness that 
would result from an instantaneous open-

Permiasion had been icecorded to talk 
with him in his cell instead of through the 
rnarrow cratings of the cell door, and he 
led the way up the iron stairway and 
along the gallery to cell 67. 


Asked Ohange of Cells. 


For several months he has been in cell 46 
on the floor. This was given over to Fred 
Williams, the negro sentenced to hang, 
over whom a death watch had been put, 
and Rudolph was moved to cell 47. This 
proved to be such an annoyance, owlng to 
the frequent visits of negroes to Williams, 
and the emotional talking and weeping of 
the women among them, that he asked to 
be moved away. Cell 57 was, therefore. 
given him. 

I saw Rudolph a year ago on the train 
that was bearing him from Iansing prison 
in Kansas to St. Louls. I talked with him 
then. At that time he was a lean, ill-con- 
ditioned youth (21), somewhat worn by 
hardships and brought to bay. He was 
sullen, too, and wore a grim smile which 
was the antithesis of mirth or contentment. 
His eyes were hot and restless and he sat 
drawn up in his seat as tense as a panther 
crouching in the corner of its cage. 

When the officers took him from the train 
at the Union Station and forced him into 
the crowd of 5000 persons, some of whom 
flung words of encouragement to him and 
urged him to break away, I was close at 
hand, and he never flinched, but held his 
eyes steadily to the front and helped his 
captors in thelr passage through the 
throng. 

Observing him again in his cell, after 
a lapse of a scant 13 months, 1 marked 
the interesting change that had taken place 
in him. This change seems to be not only 
physical, not merely mental—but psycho- 
logical. 

He has read the Bible four times, he told 
me, and has listened to the gentle and 
cheering words of the Sisters of Mercy 
who have visited him from time to time. 

Rudolph, in spite of his spare education, 
is well balanced apparently on gen- 
eral lines, judging from the  conver- 
Sation I had with him, during which we 
eschewed tacitly everything that ap- 
proached his criminal career. We talked 
of happler things—the devotion of his 
mother, his boyhood, his aspirations. the 
thoughts that the routine of his prison 
has brought to him, his hopes—for hope 
and optimism are mighty strong in Bill 
Rudolph, also gratitude.

I have no use 
for the yellow-backed, trashy novels. They 
never interested me—the life they depict is 
ton narrow and unreal, and they give you 
nothing new to think about. The only way 
tv conmuer the prison is to think a great 
deal and make vour thoughts worth while. 

“My habiis would seem strange to the 
ordinary person outside of a prison, and I 
suppose if I were outside myself I would 
not follow thei. I go to sleep about 4 or 
5 o'clock every morning and get up about 
11:30 o'clock. Then I wash and dress as 
carefully as if I were going out, and 
for my breakfast. reading whatever 
papers ij have. 

‘‘My meals come from the guards’ table. 
The food is good and although I am not a 
very big eater the food they give me keeps 
me strong and well. About noon I get 
soup, three vegetables, two kinds of meat 
and coffee. After this, which is my break- 
fast, I read or write, and perhaps take a 
nap in the afternoon. Often I le on my 
back in the bunk and think out things 
about life for myself from some idea I 
have caught up from a book I have been 
reading. 

‘Perhaps during the afternoon my moth- 
er comes to see me and stays with me 
two or three hours. She comes as often as 
she can, sometimes two or three times a 
week. Those are the best times I have. 
And sometimes iny sisters come. These 
are my only viaitors. 

“At 9 o'clock one of the guards brings me 
up some of their lunch, a beef sandwich, 
gome stewed fruit and coffee. Then I go 
for my exercise, after the other pris- 
ouers are locked up for the night. I have 
from 9 to 11, and I never waste a minute 
it. I walk up and down, up and down 
for the two hours, doing calisthenics with 
my arms. That's the only way I can get 
enough exercise to keep in good health. 
Sometimes 1 tire the guards out. At 1) 
o'clock 1 turn in for the night. 

“Then the real enjoyment of the day be- 
gins. 

“T have developed a great love for read- 
ing. I wish I had cultivated it earlier in 
life. I have missed a great deal of learn- 
ing by not having made the acquaintance 
of good books when I was a boy. l can- 
not read much during the day. My cell 
is too dark to read by the daylight that 
comes in from outside, and the combina- 
tion of candle and daylight hurts my eyes. 
Then, too, it is notsy, and visitors are dis- 
tracting. But when all the prisoners are 
asleep in their cells I lie down with a can- 
die at mv head and read until 1 o'clock fn 
the morning. Then I get a beefsteak and 
potatoes and coffee, after which I read 
until I get sleepy. about 4 or 5 o'clock in 
the morning and turn in. 


“Bible a Great Bodk.” 


these all-night readings of mine I 
covered a good deal of ground. I 
like Churchill's novels, and have’ read 
‘Richard Carvel,’ ‘The Crisis’ and ‘The 
Crossing.” I have read a good many solid 
books also, philosophical works. They were 
pretty hard at first, because I could not 
understand them, but I read slowly with 
a good deal of thinking about them. And 
during these hours IT have read the Bible 
through four times. 
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I should say that, aside fom 8 82 
what it has taught me about the hereafter 
It is a mighty good book to live by. 

“IT have read a good deal of poewy singe 
I have been here, and I think I ke the 
poems of Wordsworth best. I wish there 
were some books in the library here from 
which I could learn at least the rudiments 
of mining engineering. That's what I'd 
like to know about. It appeals t6 Me more 
than anything else. I used to be &@& miner 
out in Colorado, when I was about 18.” 

“What about your boyhood? What did 
you do’ What sort of a boy were you?” 
1 asked. 

He thought a long while, flushing and 
smiling occasionally. Rudolph & not @ 
ready talker, and his conversation does 
not wind right off the reel, so that the 
foregoing was brought out by patient ques- 
tioning and piecing together. He can talk 
readily enough on some subject#®, but about 
himself he is guarded, and thinks well be- 
fore he speaks. He may not be a Har, but he 
is a good concealer of his thoughts. When 
necessary he can evade as cleverly as a 
diplomat, or became icily silent when of- 
fended. .

Eating three times @ day is such a silly 
thing to do'” (This with a hearty laugh.) 

“Throughout the siege we had enough flour 
and sugar. For meat we had salt beef, of 
which in the latter months we received a 
quarter of a ration a day. Butter we had 
scarcely any of, and as for eggs and vege- 
tables we forgot their taste. We really be- 
came quite accustomed to our small ra- 
tion of bread and salt meat.’ 

‘Were there many women in the city?” 

“More than a hundred. We kept them 
busy in the hospitals and there was plenty 
of work for them to do. Most of them 
were the wives and families of officers of 
the garrison or residents o the town and 
few were professional nurees, But they be- 
haved nobly and ministered to the sick and 
wounded day and night as if they had been 
especially trained for nursing. 

“But the work in the hospitals was a 
ghastly affair In the last few months. If 
you can imagine performing serious surgi- 
cal operations without antiseptics, with- 
out anaesthetics and without bandages you 
can form some idea of what our surgeons 
had to do. If you can imagine treating hun- 
dreds, aye thousands, of men aick with 
sourvy and having no medicine for them. 
then you can form an idea of what our 

= aid. ; 

“Tt was @ frightful thing cugting off legs 
and arma without chloroform or ether or 
antiseptics, but the soldiers stood it inate. 
Operations like laparotomy and trephining 
were also performed On conscious men. 
but of course the percentage of deaths 
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ight tne enemy. 

“When we exhausted our supply ae ban- 
dages we took old ones and washed them 
for again. This was not difficult so 
long as we had soap. We made our own 
soap out of fat and potash, but the time 
‘a4me when there was no more potash, s0 
we could make no more soap. All we 
could do to renew the bandages then was 
‘o steam them. This only partially 
cleaned them and the absence of any anti- 
Septicns rendered their use perilous. But 
they were all we had and we made the 
best use we could of them. 


“Many a man was wounded three or four 
times and each time was cured in the hos- 
vital and returned to the trenches. I 
knew one officer who was in the hospital 
eight times, badly wounded on each occa- 
sion, but as soon as he could walk about 
he was back at the front with his men. 
The spirit and the heroic self-sacrifice of 
some of these men was simply superb. 

“The paucity and poor quality of the 
food started an epidemic of scurvy. The 
Proper treatment for this disease ie fresh 
fruit, lemon or Mme juice. You may im- 
agine how much fresh fruit we had! 
Therefore the death rate grew higher as 
the days passed. Even after the surren- 
fcr and with the freatment the Japanese 
doctors gave to the men, there were thirty 
odd deaths a day in the hospital at Dalny. 
to which the prisoners were taken.”

“We had bomb-proofs made of steel falls | 
and these were some protection

bomb-proofs might just as well have been 
made of cardboard for all the good they 
did. Underground burrows might have been 
a protection, but there was no opportunity 
to use them. for every available man was 
needed to repel the attacks of the enemy. 
The Japanese soon got the range and sent 
their shells with deadly precision wherever 
they could reach the most men. They had 
long before. wrecked the town with their 
bombardment. and in the latter months 
they almed at the men. We grew cal- 
lous. The incessant shrieking of shelis 
over and «bout one has its terrors at first, 
but one soon grows used to even this and 
we ceased to pay attention to them. 

“Port Arthur is the first city in the his- 
tory of the world that was ever bombarded 
by ll-inch guns. When the first of these 
giant «hells fell among us we thought it 
had been thrown from a warship. But 
when they followed one after another with 
perfect precision and aim, we knew that 
no ship had fired them, for such accuracy 
of alm is impossible from ea foating bat- 
tery. These shelis wrought carnage in our 
ranks. The number of them the Japanese 
threw was stupendous, I know that on one 
day 800 fell, which ts an average of more 
than one every two minutes. 

“The noise of such constant cannonading, 
day and night, and the necessity of being 
ever on the alert and of taking your turn 
eut on the firing line or the advanced 
posts had a fearful effect upon our nerves, 
and it is a wonder we were not all maniacs 
before the capitulation. We became so ac- 

customed, however, to having. the din of

Could Not Return the Fire.

“They did not count, for we had no am- 
munition to fire, except what the Japanese 
sent us and did not explode.

|\iieco in Paris is M. Manouilof—for many 
| years Paris correspondent of that well- 
\known Russian paper, the Novoe Vremysa. 

His business is to look after the French 
press and the foreign newspaper corre- 
spondents in Paris. He established a sort 
of weekly ciroular, called the Revue Russe, 
mow managed by a man called Remusat, 
and he supplies the Russophile papers of 

Paris with an infiinite variety of concocted 

telegrams” and other statements concern- 

Russian affairs. 
Me is the most obliging man in the 
, for he literally pesters both French 
ts and the foreign newspaper cor- 
ents in Paris with “‘news,”’ and he 
ever ready to provide correspondents 
sent to St. Petersburg, or to the seat of 
war in Manchuria, with passports and va- 
rious other facilities.

This very condition existed in New York 
when. in the early 80's, theaters began mov- 
ing uptown, till now enone | of them are 
locat around Forty-second street, in the 
very heart of the family hotel district of 
Gotham. The location and street car facil- 
ities will, 1 think, appeal to any obeerv- 
ing citizen. There is no secret about the 
location. I have secured a lease from the 
Rumsey estate. 

“T have three names under consideration 
—the Grand Avenue Theater. the Empire 
Theater and the Pontiac. (I wonder which 
name you readers would favor.) The lat- 
ter name was suggested by a friend, and 
I favor it somewhat, since Pontiac was a 
friendly Indian, and some authorities even 
declare he ie buried in She very neighbor- 
hood of th proposed site. It will be 
located on southwest corner of Grand 
avenues and Morgan street. It will be of 
the modern type, cosy, compact and com- 
fortable, and will cost in the neighborhood 
of $100,000.

It will be of interest to take the two 
ries at present opposed to one another 
in the Far East and to compare them with 
the preneese English weapon. The length 
of the Japanese rifie, with bayonet fixed, 
is 6.4 feet; its weight, 9.6 lbs; its initial 
velocity, 2378 feet. It is sighted to 2000 
yards and the weight of cartridge is 336 
grains. 

The length of the Russian rifle, with 
bayonet fixed, is 5.7 feet; 
pounds; initial velocity, 

Sighted to 1600 yards and weight of 
tridge is 890 grains. 

The length of the new British rifle. with 
boyonet fixed, is 4 feet 8 11-16 inches; its 
woight, 8 pounds 2% ounces; mean muzzle 
velocity, 225 foot-seconds. It is sighted 
to 200 yards and weight of cartridge is 
415 grains. 

A comparison of these three shows that, 
while the English gain in lightness over 
the Russian rifie 1 pound 3% ounces and 
over the Japanese 1 pound 4 ounces and a 
fraction, the British soldier will be giving 
away in length of reach a little under a 
foot to the Russian and a little over 8 
inches to the Japanese. Now this is a 
moral no less than a materi handicap, 
for even the bravest will be likely to re- 
member such a disadvantage when he is 
called upon to close with an adversary;

clear warning of the present war that the 
bayonet will very seriously influence the 
issue of the modern battle.

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HOME RULE FOR 


IRELAND NOT FAR 
IN THe FUTUR 


After a Struggle Lasting 100 
Years the Oppressed People 
Seem to Be Near the Realization 
of Their Dream. 


LIBERALS EXPECTED TO 
HELP THEM TO VICTORY 


Orange and Landlord Factions Are 
Losing Influence and Prospect 
for Native Legislature for Green 
Isle Was Never So Good. 

BY RICHARD D. WALSH. 
IRING -the last 30 years the question 

l) of home rule for Ireland has been 

the predominant one in Irish politics. 

For the past two years, however, it hae 

been somewhat overshadowed by the land 

question. 

But now that the question of land tenure 
has been satisfactorily adjusted, home rule 
looms up once more as the paramount Irish 
question which English political parties 
will have to consider, and a solution for 
which must be found in a very short time. 

From an Irish standpoint the outlook for 
a national legislature was never so bright 
as it is today. The most prominent men 
in English public life admit that the sys- 
tem of government under which Ireland 
has been living during the iast 100 years 
is dntolerable, and that it should 0»be 
chenged, The anti-Irish element in the 
British Isles is now confined to the Orange 
faction in Ireland and to a few irrecondilia- 
ble landlords who are Irishmen in name 
only. 

Even the Tory government is cutting It- 
se'f loose from these factions which for 
generations have been the chief cause of 
the discontent and the mitsery which have 
prevailed in Ireland. 

One of the marvels of history is the way 
Ireland has preserved her national individ- 
uality. After centuries of desolating wars, 
the most inhuman persecution and oppres- 
sion, she stands today in the limelight of 
publicity with her face to her ancient foe 
demanding the sovereign rights of which 
she has been robbed. One of the stock ar- 
guments of English politicians was that 
the Irish people were incapable of self-gov- 
ernment. This is a slander which hardly 
needs refutation. One solid evidence of 
capability of Irishmen te govern them- 
selves is in the way in which the County 
Councils are managed. These are nothing 
more than local parliaments, elected by the 
peoplo, to manage their fiscal affairs. 

Since their establishment a few years 
ago, these councils have done admirable 
work. They have fully shown their capa- 
city to manage their own affairs right un- 
Ger the observation of their unfriendly 
critics beyond 8t. George's channel, and 
have demolished some absurd arguments 
against national self-government. 

In tho division on Redmond’s amendment 
to the address in reply to the speech from 
the throne the government suffered a se- 
vero sethack. Its normal majority of 150 
G@windled to 3. It is a plain indication that 
the conservative party is already in the 
throes of dissolution. The handwriting ts 
on the wall Redmond’s amendment was 
that ‘“‘the present system of governing 
[reland is in opposition to the will of the 
Irish people, and gives them no voice in 
the management of their own affairs, is 
extravagant, ineffective and incapable of 
sntisfactorily promoting the material and 
intellectual progress of the people.”’ 

Liberals Aid Redmond. 

This is a clear and specific declaration 
in favor of home rule. The most note 
worthy incident in connection with the 
vote was the solid support given by the 
liberal party, under the leadership of Sir 
Henry Campbell Bannerman, to John Red- 
mond. 

This was a most. significant. fact. It 
moans that home rule is at last in sight. 
After the next general election, it is cer- 
tain that the lfberal party will be returned 
to power, and its action in the debate on 
the address is clearly indicative of what 
it will do when a home rule bill is brought 
forward by the Irish parliamentary party. 

Without a native legislature peace and 
prosperity are impossible in Ireland. The 
reason of this is that foreigners can never 
rightly rule any otlfér people. The pages 
oY history will be searched in vain for a 
nation that was justly ruled by allens. On 
the other hand, all self-governed countries 
have been prosperous and are Aoday pros- 
perous and contented. 

With leas natural resources than Lreland. 
Denmark, Holland and Belgium are thriv- 
ing today because, although they live un- 
der a monarchical form of government, 
they have native monarchs and national 
legislatures. The government of Ireland 
ie the most expensive in the world. The 
Irish people are taxed to keep up this 
terrible extravagance, and have no power 
whatever to resist this application of their 
money. Ireland is the least criminal coun- 
try in Burope. It is mainly agricultural, 
and little, if any, money is spent by those 
in authority on reproductive improvements. 
Yet Irish officials swallow up large sums 
of money, while ttfe population ‘diminishes 
and the country grows poorer All this 
money la taken from the pockets of a peo- 
ple steeped in chronic poverty and semi- 
starvation, and the wonder is that they 
have outiived the galling conditions so 
long 

During the last 3 days muoh has ap- 
peared in the American press in condemna.- 
tion of Russian bureaucracy. Read'ng ‘he 
American newspapers on this subject. one 
would imagine that the Russian methods 
of government are so bad that thefr equal 
cannot be found in any other part of the 
civilized globe.

Dngiand is well skilled in the art of keep- 
ing the public opinion of America ignorant 
of the real oharacter of her rule in Ire- 
land. She fears publicity. Thies is an evi- 
dence that her actions in the premises will 
not bear investigation, and that she dreads 
the enlightened opinion of mankind on her 
Iriah government. 

A most interesting incident in connectton 
with the debate on the address in reply 
to the epeech from the throne was the re- 
conciliation between ‘Tim’’ Healy and 
John Dillon. These gentiemen have been 
at “oute’’ since the Parnell imbroglio sev- 
eral years ago, but the breach is now hap- 
pily closed up. 

Healy became very unpopular among his 
countrymen on both sides of the Atlan- 
tle on account of the virulent manner in 
which he attacked Parnell immediately be- 
fore and after that great man’s death, 
notwithstanding the fact that it was Par- 
nell who discovered him ang@got him a 
seat in the House of Commons. But al- 
though a small man, “Tim” is a hard 
fighter, amd, despite the combined attack 
of the United Irish League and the Irish 
parliamentary party, he retained his seat 
for North Louth. He has been a par- 
liamentary guerilla for several years past. 
He ia thoroughly acquainted with the 
House of Commons rules and procedure. 
Fils reconciliation with John Dillon makes 
the Iri#h parliamentary party an abso- 
lutely united one. Healy is probably the 
ablest member of that body. He is caus- 
tic and sarcastic in the extreme, and his 
wit and eloquence are surpassed by few 
members of the House of Commons. He 
is a member of the Irish bar, and a 
king's counsel, and it was generally sup- 
posed that he was aiming at a high of- 
tice in the Irish judiciary, but his recent 
action in reference to Dillon completely 
disproves that theory. He will be an in- 
valuable addition to the ranks of the Irish 
party. 

The United Irish League is evidently the 
national organization of Ireland just now. 
There are 1400 branches of it in working 
order, which is the largest number since 
the inception of the organization. There 
is hardly a doubt that this number will be 
increased to 2000 before the end of the 
present year. The ‘Irish Reform Assovcia- 
tion,”” recently established, is another 
unique organization. It is composed princi- 
pally of landlords who have heretofore not 
only held aloof from all participation in 
Irish affairs, but who were justly put down 
as the steadfast opponents of all measures 
calculated to improve the condition of the 
Irish people. 

The head of this body is a nobleman, 
well known in this country in connection 
with his attempt to capture the America’s 
coup. Lord Dunraven is almost as far @4- 
vanced in his views as John Redmond hii- 
self. fle is credited with being a true-blue 
Tory, but his recent political utterances 
have been of a pronounced national char- 
acter. At a recent meeting of the Reform 
Association he suid: 

“Ireland is the only civilized country in 
Europe that is on the downward grade. Of 
all civilized communities, Ireland is the ong 
sad example of a people that tor the las 
50 vears have been going Steadily back 
Every other country) has been progressing 
in population and wealth.’ 

This language might reasonably 
tributed to Michael Davitt. While the pro- 
gram of the Irish Reform Association falls 
far short of the national demands, yet jt 
is an indication of the great strides mrde 


in the direction of a better feeling between 
all creeds and classes of Irishmen. ‘It may 
be of interest to know the amecedents of 
the present earl of Dunraven. 

The first earl of the name was the grad- 
son of a Valentine Quinn of Adare (Lim- 
erick), who, in the penal days, left the 
Catholic QOhurch an conformed to the 
established (Protestant) religion. He ob.- 
tained a baronetcy in 1781 from the Enz- 
lish government for his services in oppo- 
sition to the movement headed by Grattan 
and Charlemont for Irish .egisiative inde 
pendence. He was made a peer under the 
title of I.ord Adare for his services in the 
destruction of the old Irish parliament b; 
supporting the measure of union. In 181¢ 
he was made Viscount Mount Earl by the 
influence of ‘““Cutthroat’’ Castlereagh, an: 
in 1422 he was advanced to the earldom of 
Dunraven by the same Castlereagh rho 
committed suteide tn the same year 

This is not 4 record to De : 
proud of. But if whe present earl decides 
to cast his lot with the majority of his 
countrymen his antecedents will be com 


pletely forgotten.

| STATEHOOD q 
NOT ABANDONED 


Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
Are Laying Their Plans for an 
Active Campaign to Accomplish 
Purpose at Next Session. 


THOSE BEHIND MOVEMENT 
CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS 


Residents of the Two Territories 
Will Personally Correspond 
With Senators and Representa- 
tives of States Whence They 
Came. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

GUTHRIE, O. T., March 11.—The struggle 
for statehood of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory has not lessened since the action 
of the late Congress in denying the pe- 
tition. The leaders in the movement are 
not in the least disheartened and are for- 
mulating plans already to carry on the 
fight. 

Senator Chester I. Long of Kansas 
quoted as having said the following in an 
ifterview at Washington: 

“The failure to secure statehood for Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory at the session 
just ended was not due to any objection 
to their admission as the state of Okla- 
homa. The justness of their claim was ad- 
mitted by all and if a separate vote could 
have been seoured on this proposition prob- 
ably not more than 10 votes in the Senate 
or 2 in the House would have been cast 
against them. The controversy was over 
the provision in the bill uniting New Mexico 
and Arizona. The contest will be renewed 
next session. 


Content With One State. 


“The question will be asked: What 
should Oklahoma and Indian Terrftory do 
in the meantime? Should they continue 
their efforts to be admitted as one state 
or should they ask separate statehood for 
each? My advice to the people of Okia- 
homa and Indian Territory is to not at- 
tempt to change the issue. A demand for 
two states for Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory will further complicate the situation 
at the next session and render legislation 
then doubtful. If the peo of Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory will take joint action 
in such @& manner as may commend itself 
to their best judgment, to impress 
senators and representatives their fitness 
and devgire for statehood, I believe there 
will be no doubt of the result at the next 
session.”

‘ugéeestions are accepted 
by all those who have made the fight for 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory or are es- 
pecially concerned in the sueress of those 
territories. Arizona and New Mexico have 
famjllarized themselves with statehood 
controvers'es. If either Oklahoma or In- 
dian Territory had put forth the effort of 
the other territories they would long since 
have been admitted because of the greater 
influence they could then bring to bear. 


Write to Home Congressmen. 


Two plans are recommended by the sena- 
tors and representatives who have borne 
the brunt of the statehood fighting. In 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory there are 
thousands of people who have lately come 
from all adjoining states. The census 
shows there are in the two territories 1)5,- 
000 or 20,000 people each from Iowa, Illli- 
nols, Indiana, Ohio and other Influential 
Republican states. The residents who have 
lately coniw from these states will be re- 
quested to write to their friends back home 
urging them to write letters to the repre- 


tives explaining the necessity of statehood 
for these territories. In Indian Territory, 
where the southern states are more strong- 
ly represented, the situation should be set 
forth to Democratic senators and repre- 
sentatives. 

There are, according to the last census, 
about 10,000 persons who ore lived 
in Georgia in Indian Territory erever 
one of these Georgians has a friend who 
is acquainted with a member of the Geor- 
gia delegation or can reach an_ influence 
of this kind he will be requestéd to ex- 
plain the situation. From Texas there 
are 100,000 in Indian Territory, and from 
Arkansas 60,00. Similarly the business 
houses of the more important towns which 
have connections with various cities will 
be asked to use their influence with them 
in order to reach senators from those 
states. 

The fight for Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory will be waged in the next Congress 
without reference to the fate of New Mex- 
ico and Arizona. It would be suicidal to 
antagonize the influences which are behind 
these territories, but the necessity for ad- 
mitting Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
should be presented and be thoroughly 
undereatood before Congress convenes. 

The indications are that in the next Con- 
gress the House committee will resent 
and the House will pass at an early date 
an omnibus statehood bill, such as passed 
the House at the last session. 

The motion to separate the bill will prob- 
ably be made in the Senate, just as it 
was in the Congress just closed.

Kerens that his election by the Niedring- 
haus Repwhlicans was out of the question.

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“GUILTY” IS V 
IN CHADWI 
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WOMAN IS FRANTIC 


Prisoner, 


After Hearing Fate With Appz2rent 


Calm, Falls Into Paroxysm of Grief, Rage 
and Shame—Max mum Penazlty 
Is Prison for 14 Years. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 


CLEVELAND, O., March 11.—The jury she herself selected found Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick guilty tonight of conspiring against the United States government. They 
found her guilty on seven counts, each one of which carries with it a maximum penalty 
of two years imprisonment and a fine of $10,000. Sentence will be pronounced later. 

Mrs, Chadwick faced the jury bravely and heard the verdict with no more visible 
sign of emotion than a long breath, but when it came time for her to be taken away 
she broke down, and burying her head in her arms on the counsel table, wept bitterly.

E HAVE had some dramatic

$31,488,062.15. Thus Uncle Sam hs become a 

confirmed spendthrift. 

It is fortunate there is an available cash 
balance in the treasury of $141,000,000. . It is 
likely to be needed.

“The total regular annual appropriations 
made by the session just closed aggregate

‘In addition to the regular annual ap- 
propriations thero are permanent annual 
appropriations for the regular service of 
$59,826,320. Miscellaneous appropriations 
for the last session, payable during the 
ourrent year, amount to $3,250,000. Deficien- 
cles payable during the current year 
amount to $31,180,410.12. Further annual ap- 
propriations are the sinking fund, $57,000,000, 
and the national bank note redemptions, 
$30,000,000. These sums aggregate a total of 
$818,478, 914.81. 

“The regular pérmanent annual appro- 
priations have been proportionately the 
same ever since 1890, including, among oth- 
er things, the sinking fund and the national 
banknote. redemption. Upon the same 
basis of appropriation the appropriations 
for the fiscal year of 196 amounted to 
$781,172,375.18, making for the Fifty-eighth 
Congress a total appropriation of $1,599,- 
651,289.99.

“Upon the basis of the estimates made 
by the clerks of the appropriation commit- 
tee for the House and Senate the total 
appropriations are, as above stated, $818. - 
478,914.81. The estimate of total revenues 
for the year 1906 is $725,500,515. This would 
leave an apparent deficit between the ap- 
propriations for expenditures anc the rev- 
enues of $92,888,299. 

‘The balance of appropriations in excéss 
of revenue does not, however, necessarily 
represent the actual expenditure. The item 
of $30,000,000 for national banknote redemp- 
tion fe understood to be largely a matter 
of bookkeeping and will constitute no 
charge upon the treasury. That should be 
deducted from the apparent deficit, leay- 
ing $62,885,399 as the apparent deficit, and

The decision of thé United States Su- 
preme Court will say whether Mrs. Cun- 
nius, formerly of Reading, now living in 
Sacramento, Cal., hale and hearty, is 
legally dead or alive. For years she was 
supposed to be really dead. Then she 
turned up alive. Judge Endlich degjded 
that she was legally alive. 8o did the 
Superior Court of Pennsylvania, but the 
Supreme Court of the stato killed her off 
again, and she now asks ths highest court 
in the land to make her alive in law. Pres- 
ident Roosevvit has asked the Pennsylva- 
nian Supreme Court to send the records to 
Washington for final review. It is the 
first case from Berks County that has ever 
reached that tribunal. 

Caleb J. Rieber, of Reading, attorney for 
the plaintiff in the now celebrated Cun- 
nius case, appeared before Judge Mitchell, 
of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, at 
Philadelphia with a petition asking allow- 
ance to appeal the case to the court at 
Washington. 

The petition sets forth that, by the 
decision of the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court, Margaaret Cunnius was deprived of 
her property without due process of law, 
contrary to the fourteenth amendment of 
the United States constitution. Judge 
Mitchell promptiy granted the appeal. 


The case is an interesting one. Mar- 
garet Cunnius, who for a long time resided 


in Reading, left here in 1888, and her ab- 
Sence having been unaccounted for for 
many years, she was believed to be dead. 
The Legislature of Pennsylvania passed a 
bull in 1875, which made provision for the 
administering upon tho estate of a person 
who had been unheard of for more that 
seven years, on the supposition that such 
person was dead. The only son of Mar- 
garet Cunntus took out letters of adminis- 
tration on her estate under the law of 1855. 
The Reading school district, on whose 
property Mrs. Cunnius held a dower inter- 
est, paid the interest to her administrator 
in 1808. 

Although declared dead in law, Margaret 
Cunnius was, in fact, alive, and in 1899 she 
was heard from in Sacramento, Cal. (now 
Mrs. Margaret Smith). 
against the Reading School Board to re- 
cover her dower interest, her attorney con- 
tending that there could not be a valid ad- 
| ministration on the estate of a Mving per- 
son, and that the act of 1885 was unconsti- 
tutional and void. Judge Endlich, in the 
Berks Court, took the same view of the 
act of 188%, and held that the school board 
was Hable to pay. In an appeal to the 
Superior Court of Pennsylvania Judge End- 
lich was sustained. The case was then car- 
ried to the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania 
and reversed by that court. Now itgoes to 
the highest court In the land. :

FRANCE TO PROVIDE FOR 
A REST DAY EVERY WEEK. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World. 


PARIS, March 11.—M. Poirrier, vice-presi- 
dent of the Senate and chairman of the 
special committee to promote legis!ntion 
for a weekly day of rest in France, has 
made known the committee’s proposals to a 
representative of the Petit Parisien. 

The three points of the proposed legisla- 
tion are as follows: 

l. Twenty-four consecutive hours of com- 
lete rest to be given by all employers of 

bor on any day of the week they may 
find best suited to their interest. When less 
than five people are employed, two half- 
holidays may be substituted. 

2. This weekly holiday need not be given 
when one day of the week is already oucu- 
pled vd a state holiday. 

8. If four-fifths of the employes in a 
special industry agree to fix any one day 
as their weekly holiday in any commune. 
the mavor may forbid the sale of that class 
of goods, even by hawkers, during that 
day, and may close all houses of the trade 
compulsorily. 

4. Rallway employes and certain others 
are excepted from the above provisions, 
and-made the subject of special legislation.

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GRIFF DISCUSSES. 
PITCHING CHANGES 


Manager of Highlanders Gives In- 
teresting Talk on Evolution 
of Box-Work. 


Clark Griffith, who has always been a 
pitcher and one of the very best, simply 
because he uses his head as well as his 
physical ability, gives an interesting ac- 
count of the changes in the style of pitch- 
ing during the last 15 years. He divides 
the different methods into three distinct 
classes—the drop stage, the curve stage 
and the new stage. 

The latter is the present stage and in- 
cludes the “spit baill,"" the “fade away,” 
the “‘raise’’ and other freak inventions of 
modern twirlers. In explanation of these 
distinctions the New York manager siys: 
“During the first stage such pitchers as 
Buffington, Haddock, Ramsey, John Clark- 
fron and others became famous as expo- 
nents of the drop, which caused as much 
of a sensation and puzzle to batsmen at 
the time as the apit ball of Chesbro did 
last year. Every piteher tried to acquire 
the deliverv, some succeeded, but many 
did not, and the latter can consider them- 


selves lucky. 

“The delivery required a snap to the arm 
and wrist that put every pitcher who fol- 
lowed it up out of business sooner or later. 
Buffington was obliged to retire when he 
should have been at his best. Haddock svuc- 
cumbed in short order, as did Rams«cy 
the latter was shrewd enough to quit using 
the ball in the nick of time, went Sovth, 
where the climate is warmer, and has 
managed to last in a minor league up to 
this day, but he never would be success- 
ful in the big leagues. Other pitchere who 
continued to use the drop fell by the way- 
side and either gave up pitching alto- 
gether or took up other playing posi- 


tions. 

“Then,” continued Griffith, ‘‘came the 
curve ball stage. The ball was curved 
years before this, but the pitchers previous 
to this time had used the tearing, wearing 
snap to give the ball the required twist 
which is necessary to cause the ball to 
break. Ruste was the first.and best erpo- 
nent of the new style of curving. He had 
a natural delivery, a round arm swing, and 
did not snap the ball. He merely roiled 
the sphere off his fingers, and even with 
his easy, graceful motion he could get 
more of a break to his ball than any 
pitcher I ever suw. He could get terrific 
speed with his delivery also. More, in fact, 
than any pitcher before. 

“Rusie'’s streng right arm did not go 
back on him from his pitching, but from 
other causes. If Rusie had taken proper 
care of himself he would have been pitch- 
‘n@ yet. There were three pitchers who by 
cluse study of the great twirler’s methods, 
becnme nearly as good as Amos. I con- 
elder Ttusie, next to Chesbro, the greatest 
of al] pitchers. 

“By continual and constant use of the 
curve, batsmen gradually got so they could 
hit it, and then pitchers were obliged to dig 
up some new de:ivery. Chance of pace was 
tried. although that was not new, for Tim 
Keete had a most dece,tive slow ball that 
he pitched with the sare motion, but Tim's 
great effectiveness with that ball seemed 
to have died with his retirement. Anyway 
very few pitchers hal i* down &@s8 pat as 
he. But the batters soon got onto the 
change of pace, and th.t brought oer |

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MONROE AS A “REPUBLICAN ”’ 

In amending the Santo Domingo treaty, a number of Re- 
publican senators incline to the theory that the word “Re- 
publican” as defined in the dictionaries and the history of 
the country, is stil] entitled to respect. 

As a “Republican” James Monroe held that the republics 
of America, North and South, were entitled to control their 
own domestic affairs in their own way, without coercive 
foreign intervention.

DID NOT KNOW HIS FOES. 

Having been defeated, Gen. Kuropatkin becomes lawful 
prey for armchair warriors who know exactly what he 
could and should have done. 

But his greatest error was not one of strategy, although 
it no doubt affected his plans. Like all his colleagues in 
the Russian government, he soorned his foes. He scorned 
them because he did not know them. 

When the Franco-Prussian war of 1870 broke out Von 
Moltke’s generals had better maps of French territory 
than MacMahon’s lieutenants could obtain. And the sflent 
old man had spent years studying the men, who, he knew, 
would one day be his foes. When Johnson gave way to 
Hood during the Atlanta campaign, Sherman altered his 
plans, without losing sight of his object. He knew his 
man. When the victor of Fort Donaldson took command 
of the army in the East, Robert E. Lee became an essen- 
tial element of his strategy. He knew his man. 

Had Kuropatkin and the bureaucrats of Russia taken the 

trouble to get acquainted with the Japanese before the war 
began, the result might have been different. Possibly they 
would not have embarked in an enterprise fraught 
with disaster. 

Knowledge of the enomy is the beginning of strategy. 
This much at least can be maintained by plain men who 
know nothing of war. As for the game itself, that may 
be left to the ripe and practiced judgment of men who 
study it after dinner in the quiet of their libraries.

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A GREAT MORAL VICTORY. 
The battle on the floor of the Senate over the repeal of 
as a splendid culmination of 
the struggle, under the leadership of the Post-Dispatch, 
to abolish the racetrack gambling evil. The moral issue 
was so clearly drawn in the debate, and the senators who 
fe roi oathaiis fight placed themselves &0 uneqttivocally 
on the side of morality and sound public poliey that the 
Post-Dispatch gives no weight to either fears or rumors 
of compromise on the anti-gambling bill which will be oon- 
sidered on Tuesday next. The Kansas City compromise 
is based upon a mere quibble and to pass the bill em- 
bodying it would be to create conditions as bad as those 
which were destroyed by the repeal of the breeders’ law. 

But talk of compromise is vain. The House would not 
pass a compromise bill, so that the issue lies now between 
passing the House bill prohibiting pool-selling or having 
no assured restrictions upon pool-selling in the state. Sure- 
ly no senator with any regard for morality or the public 
welfare would consent to such an intolerable condition. 

The 18 senators who voted to repeal the breeders’ law 
can only complete the good work they have commenced by 
voting for the House bill prohibiting bookmaking and pool- 
selling anywhere in the state. This is the logical and need- 
ful conclusion of the fight. The senators who were absent, 
or who may have voted under misapprehension of the im- 
port of the struggle, may yet go far to redeem their records 
with the people by joining with the majority in the final 
act to wipe out the whole gambling evil. 

The Post-Dispatch gladly and voluntarily declares that 
there is no ground for distrust of the motives of Sen- 
ators EK. A. Dowel, George W. Humphrey, F. M. MrDavid, 
J. W. Peck or Charles W. Walker, who voted for repeal, 
in voting with the opponents of repeal against the anti- 
bribery bill. Their votes on the repeal bill showed where 
they stood on the moral] issue. They are vindicated by 
their records. 

In organizing and vigorously leading this fight against 
| the organized gambling ring in this state the Post-Dispatch 
feels that it has done good public service and we congratu- 
late all who have co-operated in the work. 

The doing of the work demonstrates what a strong, 
fearless newspaper, enlisted in a good cause and backed by 
the sound sentiment of the people, can accomplish. Recog- 
nizing the tremendous evil of racetrack gambling and its 
demoralizing influence upon the community and the state, 
the Post-Dispatch undertook to abolish it by the repeal 
of the so-called breeders’ law. The gambling syndicate 
was firmly entrenched; it had representatives in the House 
and Senate and wielded powerful influences. 

The Post-Dispatch aroused public sentiment by exposing 
the evils caused by the racetracks. It directed attention 
to the ruin of men and. women, the wrecking of families 
and the growing power of the gambler in politics. It pub- 
lished numerous instances of the vicious effects of gam- 
bling. But the aroused public sentiment was unorganized. 
At the suggestion of the Post-Dispatch the business, social 
and religious organizations of the city passed resolutions 
condemning racetrack gambling. Subsequéntly, by its 
request, the representatives of these organizations ap- 
pointed an executive committee to organize and conduct 
the campaign. Through the efforts of this committee the 
entire state was aroused, and representative delegations 
appeared before the House and Senate committees at every 
hearing. Thousands of letter were written to senators and 
representatives from leading citizens in all parts of the 
state. 

The Post-Dispatch, through its correspondents at Jeffor- 
son City, vigilantly watched the progress of the anti- 
gambling bills. Twice it discovered attempts to prevent 
repeal by juggling with the bills. It polled every senator 
and representative, and marked for public information 
every indication of a change of sentiment. The result was 
a great moral victory—a victory for publicity applied to 
the service of the people.

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TRESPASSING ON RAILROADS. 

The Railroad Gazette publishes an article calling at- 
tention to the large number of deaths and injuries caused 
by what the writer calls trespassing on the tracks. For the 
year ending June 30, 1903, the number of such cases is 
given as 10,079, of which 5000 resulted in the death of the 
injured person. As the Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
report showed a total of 3553 persons killed and 45.097 
injured during that period, the total casualties attributed 
to trespasting by the Railroad Gazette’s writer appear to be 
greatly exaggerated. 

But admitting that many persons are killed and injured 
annually while trespassing on the tracks, it is certain that 
the railroads are to blame for a large numberof casualties.

Be Sten SWISS PLAN OF CIRCULATING LIBRARY BOOKS. 
: he American Library Association is attempting to per- 
Suade Congress to adopt a library rate of postage such as 
prevails in several European countries, enabling books to 
Me mailed to public libraries by their patrons at a cost less 
than that of street-car fare for returning them. In Switzer- 
land this library rate is 8 cents for any book up to the 
maximum of about four pounds. In Italy and the Ecan- 
diuavian countries books from libraries are carried free 
in the mails under restrictions necessary to limit the free 
Tate to those for whom it is intended, but in this way 
limiting the sending of Mbrary books much more than such 
a charge as that made by Switzerland. The rate favored 
by American librarians is a cent for each pound of the 
book's weight. With a charge of 5 cents per book and the 
extension of the rural mail service, advocates of library 
extension find in the Swiss innovation prospect of a library!

THE MID-PAOCIFIC CABLE STATION. 

The firm of California contractors which secured the 
work of building the British mid-Pacific cable station against 
the competition of London and New York. has comploted 
the station building on Fanning Island, a very small is'nnd 
lying a thousand miles south of Honolulu. On lyaing its 
new Pacific cable from Vancouver, in British Columbia, to 
Australia and New Zealand, the British government found 
no other location so suitable for the ‘‘mid-station” of its 
7000 miles of line as this almost unknown island far out 
of the track of Pacific vessels.

tions. Organized bodies met, and, at 
the suggestion of the Post-Dispateh, 
passed resolutions favoring the repeal of 
the law. 

These organizations represented 
one-half the population of St. Louis. 

Later, again at the suggestion wf the 
Post-Dispatch, reprepontatives of these 
peveral bodies met and appointed an «xe cy. 
tive committee to take up an active com- 
peign to have the breeders’ law repvaled. 
The committee consisted of Thomas s Me- 
Pheeters, chairman; Gen. George. H. 
Bhields, Rev. Dr. J. W. Willlamson, Nei- 
son Mcleod and George 8. Johna. 

A legislative committee, consisting of 
George H. Wililiamg, F. N. Judson and 
Cireult Attorney Arthur Sager, was &80 
appointed at the second meeting. 


Aggressive Campaign Begins, 

These committees were charged with con- 
ducting an aggressive campaign to acocom- 
plish the purpose of the organization. the 
plan being to make it a people's campaign 
against a great public evil. 

There was no difficulty in securing the 
co-operation of the best citizens from ai! 
parts of the state. Kansas City, moved 
by the St. Loule action, organized to stamp 
out the evil, and from all over the state 
came commendatory responses. 

During all this timm the Post-Dispatch 
did not let up for a day in its attitude 
toward the racetrack gambling syndicate. 
It continued to show the evil in its true 
form, and this publication had the effect 
of keeping the fesue clearly in the eyes 
of the peophk. 

A thousand letters were sent out by 
executive committee to leading citi- 
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they co-operate. These letters, in turn, 
called out other supporters of the move- 
ment, and in this manner thousands of let- 
ters poured in to the members of both 
houses of the Legislature. 

Before the session convened the Post- 
Dispatch sent telegrams to every senator 
and representative asking his attitude to- 
wards the repeal of the ‘breeders’ law.” 
Replies trom some were noncommital, 
others displayed no hesitancy in coming 
out flatly against the gambling statute, 
while one or two favored the retention of 
the law. 

The House held three public hearings, at 
which the repeal bill was considered at 
length. smepresentativeg of every business, 
social and reiigious organizauon of St. 
Louis indorsed ine crusade begun By the 
Post-Dispaetcn and urged the Legisiature 
to enact a stringent statute aguinst race- 
track gambling. 

At tne first hearing before thes Senate 
committeé on cmminal jurisprudence, a 
carwad of supporters for the repeal bili 
went to Jefferson City to present the case 
of the people in the most 1yrcibie manner. 

Rev. ». Ww. Neel, representing the Min- 
isters’ Alliance of Kansas Clly, wien 
passed a resolution denouncing the breed- 
ers’ law, appeared before tne senate Cum- 
mittee on tnat occasion and told of the 
misery and ruin wrought by gambling at 
the racetracks. 

Dr. Neel aid not deny that the Elm 
Ridgy Bacing Association was conducted on 
clean lines. That, he argued, wus not the 
question. The question, rather, was, he 
suid, whether the state was to continue 
in partnership with the gambling interests.

Mr. Godfrey, the author of the bill, de- 
clared that another nad been substituted 
in the jacket containing the original bili 
which he introduced.

The Post-Dispétch, through its inquiry in 
Kansas City, proved that the Elm Ridge 
Club, or the majority of its membership, 
did not favor the gambling law. 

Further, where members of the Legis- 
lature expressed doubt as to the views of 
their constituents, the Post-Dispatch, by 
telegrams.to all parts of their districts, 
showed to these legislators Toeat the great 
majority of thelr constituents favered re- 
peal of the breeders’ law.

LEGISLATORS SAY THE

Rpresentative Johnson of Chariton Coun- 
ty requested Col, John I. Martin to intro- 
duce him to-a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day for the express purpose of voicing his 
sentiments. 

“Right and virtue triumphed over the 
forces of evil when the breeders’ law was 
wiped out,” said Representative Johnson, 
“and the Post-Dispatch must be intivats | 
credit for having agitated the repeal in a 
perfectly fuir and legitimate manner. By 
terminating the partnership which existed 
between the state and the racetrack gam- 
blers, the Post-Dispatch prevented it from 
becoming a great issue in our state poli- 
tics.”’

“In no part of the state will the Post- 
Dispatch's fight against the racetrack 
gamblers be more highly appreciated than 
in my district,"’ sald Representative 
Bickley. 

Representative ‘James Stewart of Knox 
County said that he thought the Post-

the progress of the legislation affecting 
the breeders’ law. 

Senator Thomas’ Ely, whose closing

Felony Law to Pass. 

“I believe that the backbone of the Op- 
position was broken when we repeaied the 
breeders’ law,"’ said Senator Ely. “I am 
Satisfied that there will be several recruits 
to our ranks when a vote is had on the 
bill which will make it a felony to sell 
pools or register bets on or off racetracks. 
The 18 senators who repealed the breeders’ 
law will be sufficient to pass the felony 
law.’ 


Senator Ely said today that opposition to 
the breeders’ law had been intensified by 
the tactics of certain individuals who had 
tried to induce him to join a poker game. 

Joseph E. Sippy, treasurer of the Kin- 
loch Racing Association, said that he did 
not think the Senate would pass the felony 
bill. 

“Several senators who voted for the re- 
peal will hardiy line up in favor of the 
felony bili," said Mr. Sippy. “The repeal! 
was certainly a surprise to me. I am only 
interested in a lease on the Kinloch race- 
track and have no idea what effect it will 
have on the spring racing dates." 

It was reported® around the capital this 
morning that Auditor Wilder might pre- 
vent any racing around 8t. Louis this 
spring by refusing to issue licenses to 
bookmakers.

DES MOINES, Io., March i1—In_ the 
basement of the Heighton house on Twen- 
tieth street is located the smallest print 
shop in the west. From this press there ts 
issued on the first day of every month 
“Bird Notes,"’ a perlodical devoted to the 
interest and amusement of the eighth 
grade of Bird school and edited by one of 
the youngest staffs known in the realm of 
journalism. 


Walter Heighton, the 14-year-old son of 
Wendell Heighton, a cellist, is the proprie- 
tor of the shop and is business manager 
of the little paper. In the mechanical 
work and in the task of looking after the 
finances of this pretentious enterprise he 
is assisted by Hal Flaherty, aged 14, and 
son of P. M. Flaherty of the firm’of Fla- 
herty & Schmitt. Thistle Davis, aged 14, 
daughter of J. C. Davis, counsel for the 
Northwestern railway, and Loule Byrum, 
aged 13, daughter of J. C. Byram of the 
Iowa Unionist, edit the copy and produce 
most of the matter for publication.

OU cannot legislate religion into communities, nor can you 
make a*man go to church by passing a law to keep him 
from going to the theater. I have had considerable expe- 
rience with laws closing theaters on Sunday. In Topeka, Kan., 
which is a strong church town, a Sunday-closing ordinance was 
passed while I was managing a theater there. I chailenged the con- 
stitutionality of the law in court and the court ruled it off the 
statute books. I had similar experiences in El Paso, Tex., Trinidad, 
Colo., and St. Joseph, Mo. In every case the statute closing the 
theaters on Sunday was declared unconstitutional. There is noth- 
ing immoral or contrary to the spirit of religion in a theatrical per- 
formance, ‘here are plays which have a stronger influence for 
good on the auditors than a sermon. To prohibit a man from seeing 
such a show on the plea that it was Sunday and he ought to be at 
church, would be like legislating to make a man drink coffee when 
he preferred tea. In every large community there is a class which 
demands that theaters be open on Sunday. This class is made up 


largely of the man who works hard during the week and who wants 
to rest on Sunday in the way which suits him Best. 


JOHN W. DAY, 
Church of the Messiah—Unitarian. 

HE interests of the public in the broadest sense. are- best 
seryed by closing theaters. on Sunday.* If it were possible 
to select suitable amusements for Sunday this would not 
be so, but that is impossible. I am not a narrow Sabbatarian, but 
I believe every means should be taken to keep Snnday a day of 
rest, whatever use people may make of it. I do not believe in the 
puritanical Sunday. The time has gone when a slave Sunday can 
be enforced upon the people,.but places of theatrical amusement 

do not go with that principle.

N NONE of the big cities of the United States with which I 
have had experience are the theaters closed on Sunday. I go 
to church every Sunday morning and to the theater every 
Sunday wight. The same, I believe, is true of the vast majority of 
the patrons who throng the Olympic and Century on Sunday. If the 
theaters were closed Sunday night a large number of moral] persons 
would be at a complete loss to occupy their Sunday nights, and if 
in that case they did not amuse themselves by frequenting saloons 
or objectionable resorts, they would pass a wofully lonely and mis- 
erable evening, entirely different from’ the evening which should 
properly close a day of rest. A large part of our patronage on Sun- 
day comes from the hotels and boarding houses in the downtown 
district. The Southern Hotel, across the street, is worth to us be- 
tween $30 and $40 a day. You may ask what these theater-goers 
would do to pass the time Sunday night if the theaters were closed. 
You may be sure they would not go to church. The plays which the 
public sees on Sunday night in our theaters are moral and instruc- 
tive, and they leave the mind of the auditor in a normal, healthy 
condition for the resumption of a fresh week of work next niorning, 
All the theaters.in St. Louis together entertain each Sunday night 
not to exceed 20,000 persons. St. Louis has a population of about 
700,000. This leaves a balance of about 680,000 persons who do not 
go to the theater on Sunday night. When all of these 680.000 per- 
sons go to church on Sunday night it will be time enough’ to legis- 
late to make the 20,000 who go to the theater do the same. On 
every Sunday night our houses are filled to the doors, and scores are 
turned away because the house cannot hold them. Do: the persons 
the theaters are unable to accommodate go to church? I am not sure, 
but I doubt it. A large city is made up of persons of a great variety 
of tastes, and to close theaters by law would be to go back to the 
morals of the days when they burned witches and passed laws to 
make everyone in the community do what a small coterie believed 
to be right.

HE most sacred of all institutions is) 
life insurance. Its object is to receive 
and safeguard the savings of living 
people to be paid over to those dear 
to them after their death. When a 
man deposits in a bank or a trust 
company his surplus earnings, he can 
always withdraw them without loss. 

He shoulders no responsibility to regularly increase his 
deposits at the risk of losing part of what he has already 
paid in. Once a man takes out a policy of insurance and 
devotes his savings to the payment of the annua] premium 
he must keep up these annua) payments or suffer a serious 
loss. 

Safeguarding the savings of the living for the benefit 
of the widow and the orphan, it is obvious that the con- 
duct of the life insurance business should be surrounded 
with more defenses and protections and its affairs handied 
by men more honest and able than any other institu- 
tion of the people. Yet with certain dignified excep- 
tions there is no institution so loosely handled and so 
vulnerable to the plunderer. This is absolutely the fact, 
though I hear now the protesting howls of insurance men 
whose interest it is to have this condition continue, 

Life insurance is more than a business. It is a public 
trust, just as a government is. There is a distinct analogy 
to be drawn between the great life companies and the 
Government of the United States. Both exist by collect- 
ing a general tax from the people, but the total revenue 
of the insurance corporations every year is much larger than 
the great sum Uncle Sam gathers for the administration 
of his vast establishment. But in dealing with and 
handling this vast income the analogy ceases, for the 
hundreds of millions of the insurance companies are abso- 
lutely at the disposal of a few men, whereas the govern- 
mént cannot spend a dollar of the money it takes from

In the big life insurance companies millions can be paid 
out in a single block on the nod or the wink or the crook 
of a finger of any one of a score of the “System’s” votaries 
with much less trouble or red tape than is necessary for 
thé Czar of all the Russias to secure a new sword with 
which to run through his subjects. 

To appreciate the evi] conditions which have grown up 
fn this great business, we should first consider the funda- 
mental idea of life insurance. A number of people or- 
ganize and agree to pay annually into a common fund a 
stipulated sum, which will be sufficient to guarantee at 
the death of each individual payee to his family a certain 
amount, previously agreed on. The sum anuually paid 
must be large enough to care for the administration of the 
general fund and to provide against such contingencies as 
the untimely passing away of any of the payees, for the 
contract is matured by death. It is basic in such an or- 
ganization that the annual payment or premium shall be 
limited to such an amount as will insure the performance 
of the contract or policy when it matures. This original 
condition should be borne in mind by all policy holders o! 
today, for here is one of the great sources of profit in 
modern insurance methods. If the annual premium is but 
sufficient to cover the fair expenses of conducting the 
business and to insure the payment of policies, the polity 
holders may know they are dealing with legitimate life in- 
surance; but if any greater amount is demanded, they 
should realise they are dealing with graft, It matters not 
whether the graft is evident or under the rose. 

The average policy holder wil) ask at this juncture, 
“What are the proper expenses of conducting the insurance 
business, and how is the amount absolutely necessary to 
insure the payment of policies to be determined 2” 

Every company has its own premium tables fixing the 
annual payment for every $1000 of insurance issued. These 
payments vary according to age and the condition of the 
insured at the time his policy issues. From this annual 
payment the policy holder {s entitled to have deducted 
his share of the company’s profits on the year’s business. 
If the profits are large his policy is by so much less than 


he has contracted to pay, or he may elect that theseg 


profits be tacked on to his policy and paid to his heirs. 
This being 80, th -policy holder is most directly concerned 
in the investment and handling of the assets (accumulated 
premiums) of the institution in which he is insured, and 
entitled to his proper proportion of the total profits the 
company earns from ALL sources, 
tion of the company is also important to him. ter that is 
another factor in fixing his share of the profits, and if the 
company is spending too much money to induce new pol- 
iey holders to insure or in advertising itvelf or in legal ex- 
penses he is so much the poorer. 

It is in the investment and manipulation of the accumu- 
lated assets of those great insurance corporations that 
the policy holder is plundered by the “insider.” There are 
many sources of graft between the investor and invest- 
ment—between the paying out of the company’s money 
and the receipt in its treasury of the securities purchased 
therewith ' 

These are «he opportunities, the “pickings” of the offi- 
cers, directors and trustees of these great corporations, and 
they amount to millions every year, millions that legiti- 
mately belong to the policy holder, and if applied where 
they belong would materially decrease the cost of the insur- 
“ ance or increase the value of his policy.

The New York Life does not appear to 
control a single financial institution because its policy is 
to hold no stock whatever. Only bonds and real estate are 
its investments, in order to comply with the requirements 
of German law so business can be done in that country. 

The six institutions openly controlled by the Mutual 
and the Equitable are: (iuaranty Trust Co., capital $2,- 
000,000; Mutual owns $885,800 and thereby controls its 
$33,000.000 of resources. United States Mortgage and Trust 
Co., capital $2,000,000; Mutual owns $1.112 600 and controls 
its &30.000,000 of resources. Mercantile Trust Co., capital $2,- 
000,000; Equitable owns 81,268,500, controlling its $46,000,-

In considering indirect contro] of financial institutions, 
which is wider in its scope and in higher favor because of 
its concealment of financial manipulation, the individuals 
who make up the finance committees of the three great in- 
surance corporations must be noticed. The companies have 
certain great financiers on these committees, whom they 
consult for advice and with whom they go into partnership 
on large deals. They also have other men who are placed 
as directors in the many companies controlled either direct- 
ly or indirectly. The other class of director is the powerful 
financier who is made a trustee of the life insurance com- 
pany, primarily because the policy holders’ money is large- 
ly invested in some of his favorite schemes, and secondarily 
because the financier‘ and the company need each other 
in future financial transactions. 

This system is extended widely throughout the country. 
The Mutual Life owns large blocks of stock and has di- 
rectors in the following banks: Gallatin National, Bank 
of America, Central Trust, American Exchange National, 
Girard Trust Co. of Philadelphia, Commercial! Trust of New 
Jersey, Industrial Trust of Providence and Morristown 
Trust Co. In the case of the New York institutions. their 
presidents usually are made insurance company directors. 

The Equitable reaches out into the International Bank- 
ing Corporation. Union Exchange Bank, Fidelity Trust and 
Union National of Newark, Girard Trust of Philadelphia, 
First National of Chicago and First National of Denver. 
The New York Life, through its leading men, gets into the 
Continental Trust, First National, National Surety, Bank- 
ers’ Trust, City Trust and National Bank of Commerce. 
This chain of banks and trust companies forms the spread- 
ing branches of the insurance tree. The trunk itself is the 
combined billion of the three companies. The 
form another billion: 

Another class of financiers have allied themselves to the 
companies, and through them millions: in golden sap is 
spread through other branches of the insurance tree.
